STUDY FINDS CTA ATTRACTS MORE HATERS ON TWITTER THAN OTHER AGENCIES

The CTA tends to draw more trolls on Twit- 
ter than other major public transit systems 
possibly because the agency doesn’t regularly 
respond to rider comments, which is key in 
tamping down critics on social media, accord- 
ing to a new university study that analyzed 
mean tweets toward public transit systems. 

‘The CTA was the least popular public tran- 
sit system on Twitter among the 10 systems 
that were part of the University of Southern 
California study, which was published in De- 
cember in the Journal of the American Plan- 
ning Association. 

The six-year study also looked at Twitter 
commentary about transit systems compared 
with chatter about celebrities, police depart- 
ments and social programs. There were more 
mean tweets about the CTA than the IRS and 
the Kardashians, but the CTA but did fare bet- 
ter on Twitter than Osama bin Laden, Obam- 
acare and the Westboro Baptist Church, an 
anti-gay group that pickets military funerals. 

Lisa Schweitzer, a USC public policy profes- 
sor who authored the report, found the CTA 
does not have much Twitter interaction with 
its riders compared with other public transit 
agencies, which could be why there is so much 
negative feedback on Twitter about the CTA. 

‘{The CTA] is not using its social media 
to really provide a lot of content for people 
other than boring service announcements,” 
said Schweitzer, who said she rode the 
Blue Line when she lived in Chicago in the 
mid-1990s. “There’s alot of tweeting going on 
that they’re just not responding to.” 

While transit agencies can’t do much about 
the person taking up two seats on the train, 
Schweitzer said, they can do a better job re- 
sponding to these complaints on Twitter. Mean 
tweeting tends to subside when riders realize 
there’s a human being behind agency ‘Twitter 
feeds, Schweitzer found in a study of 64,000 
tweets collected between 2007 and 2013. 

She created a scoring system for tweets— 
with weight given to both positive and nega- 
tive sentiment—in order to do the analysis. 

She did not study how the transit agencies 
respond to customer comments and com- 
plaints on Facebook or by phone and email. 

When asked about the study, CTA spokes- 
man Brian Steele said the primary purpose of 
the agency’s Twitter feed is to provide service 
information, a decision made years ago after 
the agency surveyed riders to ask what they 
wanted from the CTA’s Twitter feed and the 


response favored focusing on service alerts. 
The CTA does use Twitter to interact several 
times a day with riders, Steele said. 

“CTAs Twitter and Facebook accounts 
have become invaluable customer-commu- 
nications channels,” Steele said in an email. 
“They are a great source of customer feed- 
back and interaction, allowing us to engage 
in one-on-one dialogue with customers daily.” 

Steele said the CTA does not have the re- 
sources to address every individual tweet but 
tweets about specific issues, such as heat not 
working on a train, are shared with CTA de- 
partments for follow-up. 

Still, Schweitzer said the CTA could do 
better with individual interaction. One of 
the CTA-related tweets the study cited was 
posted in March 2012: “Whomever coined 
the term ‘the great unwashed’ must’ve been 
riding the CTA. Chicago buses keep Typhoid, 
Tuberculosis and Whooping Cough alive.” 
The CTA did not appear to respond to the 
tweet, RedEye determined. 

Parody Twitter accounts, such as @CTAFails, 
which retweets ridercomplaints,and@Chicago 
Ventra, which mocks the CTA’s new fare pay- 
ment system, have become popular for using 
‘Twitter to acknowledge rider complaints. 

@CTAFails has 9,800 followers, as of 
Wednesdayafternoon, while@ChicagoVentra 
has 4,000 followers. 

Though the CTA is the second-largest tran- 
sit system in the country behind New York, 
the agency’s Twitter feed does not have as 
many followers as the Twitter feeds for the San 
Francisco and Washington D.C. transit sys- 
tems, Schweitzer found. 

The CTA has 63,600 followers compared 
with 82,400 San Francisco BART followers 
and 81,000 Washington Metro followers, as 
of Wednesday afternoon. 

Schweitzer recommended that CTA of- 
ficials look to the Southeastern Pennsylvania 
Transportation Authority in the Philadel- 
phia area for inspiration for its Twitter feed. 
@SEPTA posts travel alerts and service infor 
mation while @SEPTA_SOCIAL is staffed with 
employees who identify themselves and re- 
spond to rider comments. 

The CTA should staff its Twitter feed like its 
customer service call center, Schweitzer said. 

“I think CTA actually provides really good 
service,” Schweitzer said. “Just the way that it’s 
being represented on Twitter, that’s kind of a 
downer.”

Obama requests war 
powers to combat IS 


Vowing that Islamic State forces are “going 
to lose,” President Obama urged Congress 
on Wednesday to authorize military action 
against terrorists who are cutting a swath 
across the Middle East. Yet he ruled out large- 
scale U.S. ground combat operations reminis- 
cent of Iraq and Afghanistan. 

“Tm convinced that the United States 
should not get dragged back into another pro- 
longed ground war,” the president said at the 
White House as he set Congress on a path to 
its first war-powers vote in 13 years. 

Despite his words of reassurance, initial 
reaction in Congress amounted to bipartisan 
skepticism, with much of the dissatisfaction 
centered on his attempt to find a political 
middle ground with respect to ground forces. 

Republicans expressed unhappiness that 
he had chosen to exclude any long-term com- 
mitment of ground forces, while some Demo- 
crats voiced dismay that he had opened the 
door to deployment at all. 

Under Obama’s proposal, the use of mili- 
tary force against Islamic State fighters would 
be authorized for three years, unbounded by 
national borders. The fight could be extended 
to any “closely related successor entity” to the 
Islamic State organization that has overrun 
parts of Iraq and Syria, imposed a stern form 
of Sharia law and killed several hostages it has 
taken, Americans among them. 

“Make no mistake. This is a difficult mis- 
sion,” Obama said in seeking action against 
a group that he said threatens America’s own 
security. He said it will take time to dislodge 
the terrorists, especially from urban areas. 


U.N.: 300 missing in 
Mediterranean Sea 
Some 300 migrants who 
tried to cross the frigid 
Mediterranean in open, rub- 
ber boats, were reported miss- 
ing Wednesday by survivors 
as the U.N. refugee agency 
and other aid groups sharply 
criticized the new EU rescue 
operation as insufficient and 
costing lives. 


Keystone XL pipeline 
bill clears Congress 
The Republican-controlled 
Congress has cleared a bill 
approving the construction of 
the Keystone XL oil pipeline. 
That sets up a confrontation 
with President Obama, who 
has threatened to veto the 
measure. The House voted 
270-152 on Wednesday to 
send the bill to the president.

“But our coalition is on the offensive. ISIL 
is on the defensive and ISIL is going to lose.” 
ISIL is one acronym for the Islamic State 
group. 

At the heart of the debate, the struggle 
to define any role for American ground 
forces is likely to determine the outcome of 
the administration’s request for legislation. 
White House spokesman Josh Earnest said 
the proposal was intentionally ambiguous on 
that point to give the president flexibility, al- 
though the approach also was an attempt to 
bridge a deep divide in Congress.

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Emotions run high in 
wake of Little League 
punishment for JRW 
boundary violations

What a nightmare. 

On Wednesday, Little League International 
officials stripped Jackie Robinson West of the 
US. title it won in August, breaking the hearts 
of the players and anyone associated with the 
team or who became a fan. 

According to Little League International 
CEO Stephen Keener, the boundary map the 
Jackie Robinson team submitted to officials 
after an investigation into possible rules viola- 
tions began included portions annexed from 
three other leagues without their permission. 

The other Little League organizations knew 
JRW officials had gerrymandered a map to re- 
cruit ineligible players but kept quiet because 
they didn’t want to cause trouble, Keener said. 

The map submitted by Jackie Robinson 
West was “redrawn and backdated and signed 
to make it appear it had been the map used 
during the entire” tournament, Keener said. 
He said officials with the neighboring leagues 
said nothing to Little League authorities 
about the falsified map until Jan. 31, when 
Little League International officials met with 
them privately in Chicago. After that meeting, 
Little League International decided to striy 
Jackie Robinson West of its national title. 


Little League’s decision comes with other 
consequences: 

The Jackie Robinson team must vacate 
all wins from the 2014 Little League World 
Series tournament, including its Great Lakes 
regional title. 

Team manager Darold Butler has been

As a journalist, I’ve 
had it drilled in my 
head to be objective 
when writing a story.

I know folks want to throw race into the 
mix, but many of the black Little League 
teams around town have complained about 
Jackie Robinson West for years. 

Still, we all loved those kids. We saw our- 
selves in them. We saw a brother or a cousin,

or we thought back to when we played Little 
League ball. 

Two of the team members and I frequent 
the same barbershop on the city’s Far South 
Side. One of them told me they batted 
around three times in the first inning when 
they played the Evergreen Park team. 

Some may not know this, but Evergreen 
Park and JRW have butted heads for years. 
Incidents include turning a triple play along 
with the aforementioned first inning. Yeah, 
there are layers to the story, folks. 

I can’t imagine what suspended JRW 
coach Darold Butler is telling his son, DJ., 
right about now. All the work they did the 
past two years might be for naught. 

Let’s not forget Jaheim Benton’s living situ- 
ation. Do you think his parents cared about 
residency rules when they were homeless? 

There are varying degrees in terms of 
whom to blame. Do we blame Little League 
for making the sport accessible to millions 
via ESPN? Or do we blame the parents and 
coaches who knowingly or unknowingly 
broke the rules? 

Remember when Mayor Emanuel closed 
50 schools last year? Not only were schools 
closed, but after-school programs, including 
baseball, fell by the wayside. 

So what were parents supposed to do if 
they wanted their kids to continue to play 
ball? 

Think about that when you head to the 
polls on Election Day.

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The comedy scene is fierce—luckily, so is Victoria Elena Nones

Fighting for a spot on The Second City Mainstage 
roster is remarkably strenuous. Yet, for so many im- 
provisers in Chicago, it’s the ultimate goal: work hard, 
climb the ranks and eventually be selected to join the 
newest revue. 

But for Victoria Elena Nones? She went ahead and 
created her own show to headline. “I’ve never been 
one to wait around for someone to tell me that I ‘can’ 
or I’m ‘good enough,’ ” said Nones, the creator of “I 
am ... Victoria Fierce,” debuting Sunday at MCL Chi- 
cago and directed by Beth Melewski with musical ac- 
companiment by David Yontz. “Life is too short and, 
I hate to break it to you, but we are all going to the 
same place. I like to create my own opportunities.” 

Only 7 percent of directors, 13 percent of writers 
and 20 percent of producers in the entertainment 
industry are female, according to the Geena Davis 
Institute of Gender in Media. Those are statistics 
that Nones, who is 29 and lives in Old Town, said she 
is thrilled to help change. Her post-Valentine’s Day 
show mixes together rap beats, pop tracks, comical 
rhyme schemes, a keytar and Nones’ powerful singing 
voice to create original songs in a musical “comedy 
special” format. 

“You can ask my mom, I lived real life as a musi- 
cal for most of my childhood,” said Nones, who grew 
up in Salt Lake City and, over the years, performed 
in everything from a Patsy Cline musical to burlesque 
shows with a troupe she started called Backdoor Bur- 
lesque. 

Nones just finished a year with The Second City’s 
Musical Improv House Ensemble after previously 
training with both iO Chicago and The Second City’s 
Music Improv Conservatory. The multifaceted per- 
former has performed at the Chicago Sketch Come- 
dy Festival, MCL Chicago and the Chicago Women’s 
Funny Festival. Yet even after finishing conservatory 
programs, jobs are nowhere close to guaranteed. It’s 
the indie-style shows and venues that continue to 
keep Chicago atop the market. 

“This city is saturated with immense talent,” 
Nones said. “Huge talent. So many people are more 
than deserving of making a fortune with their amaz- 
ing talents and I truly feel Chicago has the best of the 
best. But too many talents go to waste because they 
are waiting for someone else to take a percentage of 
their hard work. I think it’s important to highlight 
the up-and-comers because their work is just as amaz- 
ing as those who have ‘made it.’ We should all go back 
to the old model of pounding the pavement instead of 
relying on someone to come in and ‘make it happen’ 
for us.” 

Nones said all the best venues in the city have one 
key thing in common: Somebody decided to tear 
away from the path and create their own trail. 


“lam... Victoria Fierce” is Sunday. It sounds intense. 
What can we expect? 

Expect to feel welcomed and embraced. The musical 
improv community is inclusive and lovely. [People] 
will hopefully feel inspired to go out and write their 
own show, do their own thing, tell their story. I 

think they will feel entertained and hopefully have a 
chance to identify with some of my life experiences. 
I hope that they will leave feeling like they got to 


enjoy themselves and step away from their 
real world for a bit. 


Love and relationships are such a staple in 
the performance world. Why is that? 

I think it’s like Shakespeare. It’s about “the 
human condition.” Everyone can relate to 
love and to relationships. No matter what 
socioeconomic background you come from, 
the color of your skin, your sexual orienta- 
tion. Love is universal. And we can all relate 


to, and laugh at, the flaws and flattery of love. 


What motivated you to put this type of a 
show together? 

Beyonce, years of writing material here in 
Chicago and not wanting to wait for permis- 
sion. As Roseanne Barr says, “The thing 
women have yet to learn is that nobody 
gives you power, you just take it.” Creating 
this show is the beginning of taking a new 
risk. I’m gonna pack up and self-produce 
my way across the country. I’m excited for 
the obstacles, rewards, learning opportuni- 
ties, disappointments and successes that will 
come along the way. 


You fuse a lot of different music into this 
show, don’t you? 

In entertainment these days, I believe it’s 
crucial to have variety. I’m a big fan of pop 
music and playing with genre, which is why I 
think having a few different musical stylings 
in the mix is imperative. I also think that 
genre adds an instant feel and element of 
parody that is effective in comedy. 


But why this type of show? 

Self-producing, getting my material out 
there, singing and Beyonce, honestly. I think 
we all have a secret inner pop diva that likes 
to come out either in our cars, in the shower, 
at a concert or in our heads. I’m just going 
to live mine out a little on stage through 
various songs and styles. I also think that 

it’s important to remind and inspire other 


women of various shapes, sizes, backgrounds 
and experiences to share their stories. 


I have a hunch you have been inspired by 
and adore Beyonce. 

Yes! Sparkles, fierceness, independence and 
business. Beyonce is a business woman above 
anything else. Beyond the killer vocals, her 
humility, her branding and her onesies, I 
admire and respect her the most for her work 
ethic and entrepreneurial spirit. She brings it. 


Talk about this idea of “being funny” in 
music. Does it set you apart? 

There is something about musical comedy 
that elevates the expression of comedy. A 
great teacher, Michael Gellman, once told 
me, “Comedy is complaining with charm.” 

I think I’m just being truthful about my ex- 
periences and my thoughts about the world, 
and I feel that musical comedy is the way 

I want to express those thoughts, feelings, 
experiences and convictions. Life throws a 
lot of painful things our way, and being able 
to laugh about those experiences is key. It’s 
what separates the optimists from the pes- 
simists. ’m a singer first, feminist second, 
comedian last. The comedy just comes from 
me complaining ... with charm. 


Speed round: What are your five 

biggest goals? 

I want to tour my material nationwide, 

guest star on “Saturday Night Live,” create 

a 30-minute HBO special, star in my own 
Comedy Central sketch show that will last 
two years and then disappear off the face of 
the planet like most of them do and I want to 
live in a beachfront property with two great 
Danes—one named Beyonce and the other 
named Joan Rivers—where I can write from 
home and oversee a production company 
that advances women in writing, comedy and 
producing their own work.

I’m not sure if you 
know this, but a lot 
of young people in 
America want to be 
famous, and many 
have become stars 
for outrageous, viral 
video-related reasons.

Meredith Hagner (“Men at 
Work”) plays Katelyn, who’s convinced that 
once she records a demo she’ll make it onto 
“The Voice” and be mere minutes away from

an interview on “Ellen.” Meanwhile, Dave 
(Matt Walsh), Katelyn’s dad, fights the Liberty, 
N.Y., City Council about its unwillingness 
to fix potholes and give citizens their proper 
voice. When a group of NYC hipsters (includ- 
ing James Adomian and Wyatt Cenac) turns 
Dave into a YouTube star, the man earns a 
following while his daughter looks on in disbe- 
lief. As if that weren't bad enough, even Cory 
(Jake Cherry), the obnoxious kid with a crush 
on Katelyn, becomes a brief Internet talking 
point thanks to a video of a kid interrupting 
Cory’s rapping by knocking him in the crotch. 
Movies from the lame “American Dreamz” 
to Bobcat Goldthwait’s “God Bless America” 
have satirized our country’s fixation on fame 
and the painful grandstanding that often 


passes for entertainment. “Hits” has none of 
the bite of Cross’ work on “Mr. Show;” rather 
than commenting on pop culture garbage, 
the film merely points at common knowledge 
and says, “I hate that too.” The presentation 
of foolish, angry citizens is smarter on “Parks 
and Recreation,” and Cross also includes 

a strange subplot in which Maddy (Erinn 
Hayes) so desperately wants a child that she 
briefly treats her drug dealer (Michael Cera) 
like he’s her son.

All that said, “Hits” moves quickly enough 
and has its share of laughs, including Jason 
Ritter as a shady, amateur record producer and 
Katelyn’s friend drooling over a pal who got 
her writing published—by sending a letter to 
People magazine. 

That’s amusing. But even when “Hits” 
is pretty funny, it’s also pretty stale.
